A murder more atrocious and more shocking 
‘ than any recent crime, was committed during the 


under the hand of the assassin at No. 13 West 
Twenty-third-street. 

Mr. BENJAMIN NATHAN was one of the most 
prominent, wealthy, public-spirited and best be- 
loved of our Jewish citizens, Years ago he 
amassed an immense fortune in Wall-street and 
for some time past he has been practically out of 
business. In his home he was lavish to excess, 
surrounding himself and family with every 
eomfort and luxury money. could procure, but 
he did not spénd his substance upon . him- 
selr exclusively. No man was. more un- 
selfish, more gerserous in charity than he 
and nene worked more mdefatigably in.all good 
works. His purse and time were equally at the 
service of the needy, and orgamized charities 
had thé benefit of both and also of his admira- 
dle administrative ability. He was almost the 
ereator of the Mount Sinai Hospital,and to his 
management as its President. was largely due 
the great service which that excellent institu- 
tien has rendered humanity. ‘In-his time, in 
many ways, he has given away to this 
and othér eleemosynary institutions a large for- 
tune, estimated at $500,000, and his charity was 
all-absorbing, for it was not confined to his own 
faith or. race, but. reached and lightened the 
loads of men of all creeds.and lineage. Upright 
in all his business relations, steadfast in his 
friendsiups, .kindly im ‘his ways, .BENJAMIN 
NATHAR, who wasa native of New-York City, 
yesterday morning had reached the mature age 
of fifty-six years and seven months, almost with- 
outanenemy. He was yet in the very prime of 
hfe, a man of large size, full habit, imposing ap- 
pearance, with no sign of age upon him save @ 
tinge of gray in his hair and bushy whiskers, 
and with his physical and mental.powers un- 
impaired.

Gen. GABRIEL FORTUN, who plays an import-, 
ant part in this history, is‘a nativé of Spain; and 
was ap. officer of artillery, but becoming en- 
amored of a, Miss Varona, of Puerto Principe, 
he marfried her ‘and left the army; and thus be- 
came the propnetor of two large estates near 
Puerta Principe, and is now rapidly attaining 
to the* position of one of the wealthiest men in 
that région. He espoused the Cuban cause on 
the outbreak of: the rebellion, and was appoint- 
ed 4 General, but has never rendered any active 
servic’. FORTUN 1s reported to be exceedingly

MURDERS IN CARDENAS. 

‘On Tuesday evening, a Chinaman got-into a 
difficuljy with a white man and killed him. The 
Chinese have managed to. secure. a large portion 
of the retail and provision trade, and great jeal- 
ousy has consequently sprung up between the 
Spaniards and Canary Islanders, who prefer 
to make a living by peddling than by working.

Up to 11 o'clock last'evening no reports of 
any general: engagement had. been received mm 
London. ‘Skirmishing between the outposts. is 
reported.. Evening reports received in Paris are 
as follows: The Prussians are. making heavy 
requisitions on the country occupied; horses 
are being taken from farmers. trees cut 
down, and the standing. crops trampled 
upon. Prussian prisoners thus farcaptured have 
Deen Bent to Orleans. There are no signs of the 
German ‘army in any force ‘in front ‘of Mets; 
During a storm on Thursday night the head- 
quarters of the division Lorencez was strack by 
lightning and three French officersinjured. ‘The 
report of a violation of the Luxembourg 
territory 1s stated to be an. absurd 
exaggeration, caused by two or three 
French. .soldiers who crossed the river from 
Sierck in search of tobacco. The Prussian Gov- 
ernment offers a reward of 5,000 thalers to the 
first soldier who captures a Miirailleur. The 
issue of paper money by the Bank of France, it 
is said, will be regarded in England as equiva- 
Jent to national bankruptcy. 

The return of Gen. LE BRUN from the frontier 
is said to have hastened the departure of NaPro- 
LEON to the front. Prince NAPOLEON will serve 
on the Emperor's staff. French troops are mov- 
ing to the north-east of Metz. ‘The Prussians, it 
is thought, will decline .a battle until 
the French have crossedj ‘the Rhine: They 
ere concentrating at Nienweid and Coblenz. 
The French Press is uneasy at the restrictions 
imposed by the Government. The abdication of 
King Wim.1aM of Prussia, is rumored in Paris. 
Food and forage is reported scarce in Germany. 
A number of newspaper correspondents were 
arrested at Metz yesterday, as spies. Among 
them are several Americans. They ‘were sub- 
sequently released, with a warning to keep away 
from the army: NAPOLEON, upon assuming 
command of the army, issued an address which 
is given in full in our dispatches. “The list of 
French fortresses which have been placed in a 
state of readiness for offensé or defense is also 
given. Proclamations declaring the. depart- 
ments of Moselie; Haut Rhon and Bas Rhin in 
a@ state of siege, were officially promulgated 
yesterday. 

A Berlin dispatch gives: an account of s 
ekirmish at Volkinger, in ‘which a small force 
‘was engaged. The French retired with the loss 
of one officer and eight men. The affair is deemed 
a victory for Prussia. The North German 
Gazette, in speaking of British neutrality, says : 
** England supplies France with cartridges with 
which to slaughter Germans.” Other German 
papers are also severe. on the same subject. 
The London Post} replying to the insinuations 
conveyed, regards them asa. direct threat 
against England by BIsMaRoK. Prussia. has, like 
France, declined to dllow foreign miltary offi- 
cers at the army head-quarters.

Commencement of the Work—{its Magni- 
tude and Difiiculties-The Telegraph

From Our Own Oorrespondent. 
KinGstox, Jamaica, Saturdsy, July 9, 1870. 
The telegraph fleet has at last sailed from 
here, convoyed by Her Majesty’s steam-ship Ves- 
tal,United States steam-ship Yanticand a Spanish 
,gun-boat. As regards the length of time required 
-for the portion of this work, this 
cable .1s only exceeded by the British, Indian and 
Frénch Aflantio cables. But as regards the diffi- 
culties. attending the completion of the enter- 
prise, it is, probably, without any exception, 
the most difficult ever’ attempted. The mere 
fact that about thirty-six shore ends will be re- 
quired is sufficient proof of the amount of trouble 
to be anticipated. The endre contract embraces 
about 3,158 nautical miles of submarine cable and 
350 miles of land line, and the whole system, 
‘when completed, will connect Cuba with Ja- 
maica and Panama, and with the major portion 
of the West India Islands. 
The first portion of the work connects Havana 
with the port of Batabanu by a land line; from 
thence a submarine cable will be laid to Cienfu.

Give 
them suffrage, and many-women now devoted to 
the frivolities of fashion would have @ purpose: 
in life, and become strengthened to pursue it. 
In the jast war numerous examples could be 
found where women, left by their husbands and 
male relatives, took up the’ responsibilities of 
business, and carried them out completely. The 
ballot is'a great educator, and women require it. 
Some young women say they don’t want to vote, 
because they are not competént and not pre- 
pared. Is is the duty of-all womén to prepare 
themselves for duty which may be. imposed 
on them; also for the benefit’ of others. 
They. should, as a. duty, make themsélves ac- 
quainted with all subjects of public intérest, 
Woman has’ a living soul journeying toward 
heaven, and everything which tends to improve 
her*should bé encouraged, to make her the intel- 
lectual companion of the husband. Woman 
morally “and intellectually developed te ian 
equality with man, will be more prized as com- 
panions of men. She recommended ‘woman to 
read works on the Government, and also the 
daily papers. 

Susan B. ANTHONY came forward to answer 
the question, “ Is'the ‘right to vote a natural 
one?” ~All males excluded now are so excluded 
for cause, a8 idiots, lunatics, criminals; and in 
some States for lack of education; but women 
are excluded impliedly for the sex. The only 
reason she could. see for men monopolizing the 
‘right of suffrage was because they were smart 
enough to secure it at first, and so they retain 
it. Up to the adoption of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment there was nothing in the United States 
Constitution against giving suffrage to women; 
and the adoption of that amendment was a 
severe blow at the movement for equal suffrage. 
It put up abarrier. It renders necessary a six- 
teenth amendment prohibiting the disfranchise- 
ment of apy persons on account of sex. Some 
men do not appreciate the right to vote, and if 
they use it do so stupidly or imefiiciently, and 
some sell votes; but they were never willing to 
give it up altogether. If a man in the 
State’s Prison has a single friend, who hopes he 
will reform, and become worthy of citazenship, 
he will petition for Ins. commutation, in order 
that he may have the right to vote restored. A 
boy, as s00n as he comes to understand the priv- 
flege he has of voting and holding office, begins 
to lose his respect for his mother and sisters. An 
appeal was made to the men to educate their 
daughters, in order that they may be compe- 
tent, in. case of reverse of fortune, to do some- 
thing for themselves. 

Mr. BuRNAP uttered a protest against the \rec-
